The  Lunatic  Asylum  has  been  well  conducted, 
under  the  able  and  indefatigable  superintendence 
of  Dr.  M’Cullough,  assisted  by  the  skilful  co¬ 
operation  of  Dr.  Glendinning. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  have  visited,  and

report  favorably  of  the  establishment,  in  respect 
of  the  behaviour  and  general  appearance  of  the 
patients,  their  general  condition,  health,  and  diet. 
They  make  many  recommendations  of  additions  to 
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the  building,  the  most  important  of  which  the 
Committee  will  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  several 
Quarter  Sessions,  when  they  have  thoroughly  con¬ 
sidered  them.  The  Commissioners’  Report  will  be 
given  in  extenso  in  the  printed  Annual  Report, 
which,  with  the  usual  Tables  and  detailed  infor¬ 
mation,  will  be  furnished  to  the  Magistrates  and 
Unions. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  of  4  in  the  number 
of  patients  during  the  last  quarter ;  but  in  the  year 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  46,  viz.:  25  males 
and  2 1  females.  The  present  total  number  is  273 
males,  and  282  females  :  of  which  34  females  are 
boarded  out  in  the  Macclesfield  Asylum,  and  1 
female  is  in  Fisherton  Asylum.  One  is  about  to 
be  sent  to  the  Western  Counties’  Idiot  Asylum, 
by  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners  in 
Lunacy,  she  being  an  idiot  capable  of  mental  im¬ 
provement.  The  males  in  the  Abergavenny  Asylum 
are  5  in  excess,  and  the  females  2  in  excess  of  the 
accommodation.  This  is  in  addition  to  34  females 
now  in  the  Macclesfield  Asylum. 

The  additional  buildings  sanctioned  by  the  several 
Quarter  Sessions  in  March  last,  are  approaching 
completion,  but  not  quite  completed.  The  exact 
cost,  therefore,  cannot  be  ascertained  and  reported 
before  the  March  Sessions. 

The  Committee  have  to  call  upon  the  three 
counties  for  their  proportionate  contributions  to  a 
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sum  of  £1,200,  according  to  the  following  schedule, 
viz.  : —

Joint  Counties'  Lunatic  Asyium, 

Abergavenny ,  November  25th , 

From  493,  which  was  the  number  of  the  patients 
here  when  this  Asylum  was  last  visited  by  Com¬ 
missioners  in  Lunacy,  the  number  has  risen  to 
522  ;  of  these,  272  are  males,  and  250  are  females. 
They  are  chargeable  as  follows  : — 378  to  Mon¬ 
mouthshire ;  105  to  Breconshire;  39  to  Radnor¬ 
shire.  The  weekly  maintenance  charge  is  10/6. 
There  are,  besides,  35  women  sent  from  the  Joint 
Counties  to  Macclesfield,  under  a  contract  for  the 
reception  of  50,  at  14/-  per  head  per  week  ;  and 
there  is  one  woman  at  Fisherton  House.  No 
patient  has  been  yet  refused  here  for  want  of  room ; 
but  the  females  are  5  in  excess  of  their  accommo¬ 
dation.  We  therefore  trust  that  the  Committee 
will  no  longer  delay  application  to  the  several 
Quarter  Sessions  for  authority  to  increase  the 
women’s  accommodation.  The  additions  on  the 
male  side  are  in  occupation  ;  the  water-closets  are 
all  but  finished  in  that  division  ;  and  the  general 
bath-room  is  in  a  forward  state.  The  works  done 
and  in  progress  are  a  great  improvement.  We 


agree  with  Dr.  M’CULLOUGH  in  thinking  that 
somewhat  similar  additions,  probably  on  a  larger 
scale,  are  desirable  in  the  female  department.  No. 
5  male  ward  has  been  made  more  comfortable  by 
planking  the  corridor.  * 

We  regret  that  no  steps  have  been  yet  taken  to 
secure  further  the  safety  of  the  patients  in  case  of 
an  outbreak  of  fire  ;  but  we  are  aware  that  there 
are  calls  for  outlay  upon  this  Asylum  in  various 
directions.  The  Chapel  is  far  too  small ;  there  is 
no  general  dining  hall ;  no  proper  recreation  room  ; 
and  there  is  the  urgent  demand  for  an  extension 
of  the  female  accommodation,  to  which  we  have 
already  referred. 

Turning  to  the  Statutory  Records,  we  learn  that 
the  following  changes  have  taken  place  among  the 
patients  on  the  books  : — Admitted  — 102  men,  82 
women — total  184  ;  of  these,  38  were  re-admissions, 
and  17  were  transferred  hither  from  Hereford 
Asylum.  Discharged — 40  men,  72  women — total  1 1 2 ; 
of  these  76  had  recovered,  and  36  were  transferred. 
Died — '28  men  and  15  women — total  43  ;  of  these,  12 
men  and  7  women,  altogether  19  persons,  were 
above  60  years  of  age  when  they  died.  There  are 
now  in  the  Asylum  22  males  and  7  females  afflicted 
by  general  paralysis ;  and  39  males  and  23  females 
suffer  from  epilepsy.  For  the  latter  no  continued 
night  supervision  has  yet  been  provided,  which  is 
a  blot  upon  the  arrangements,  otherwise  satisfactory, 
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for  the  care  of  the  patients.  If  it  be  not  possible 
to  provide  this  supervision  in  the  present  buildings, 
the  matter  should  be  considered  in  the  earliest  ad¬ 
ditions  to  the  Asylum. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  in  both 
divisions  is  good,  making  allowance  for  the  many 
aged  persons  under  treatment  ;  28  are  registered 
as  taking  medicine.  Six  men  and  8  women  were 
in  bed  when  we  were  in  the  wards,  yesterday 
and  to-day.  One  of  the  latter,  far  advanced  in 
years,  was  dying.  The  deaths  were  all  from  natural 
causes,  except  one,  a  suicide,  which  occurred  a 
few  days  ago.  The  patient  (known  by  the  Medical 
Superintendent  to  be  suicidally  disposed,  from  an 
attempt  he  had  made  to  strangle  himself,  before 
his  admission,  about  a  month  back)  cut  his  throat 
in  a  water-closet,  in  No.  1  Ward,  with  a  carving- 
knife,  and  died  within  a  few  minutes  from  the 
wound.  An  inquest  was  held,  and  the  particu¬ 
lars  of  the  case  were  communicated  to  our  Board. 
We  have  made  some  inquiry  into  the  affair,  and 
we  have  little  doubt  that  the  knife  was  accessible 
through  the  carelessness  of  the  second  attendant 
of  the  ward.  It  seems  that  it  was  the  practice  in 
this  Asylum  to  secure  all  knives  from  patients  by 
placing  them  in  a  drawer  with  a  lock,  in  the  charge 
attendant’s  room,  which  room  was  kept  locked,  each 
attendant  of  the  ward  having  a  key,  but  that  some 
months  ago  boxes  were  introduced  (with  snap-locks) 
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for  the  further  security  of  the  knives  ;  and  verbal 
directions  were  given  by  the  Medical  Officers  that 
the  knives  should  be  kept  in  the  boxes.  In  Ward 
No.  i  the  charge  attendant  informed  us  that  he  did 
not  understand  this  rule  to  apply  to  knives  other 
than  those  used  by  the  patients  themselves,  which, 
to  say  the  least,  was  a  curious  misapprehension  on 
his  part,  and  he  had  never  dealt  so  with  the  carving- 
knife,  but  habitually  placed  it  in  a  drawer  in  his 
room.  The  drawer  had  a  lock,  but  no  key,  for  many 
months,  if  not  years  ;  but  the  room  door  it  was  his 
habit  to  lock.  The  second  attendant,  above-men¬ 
tioned,  says  that  he  put  the  carving-knife  in  this 
drawer,  and  locked  the  door.  We  cannot  think  that 
the  door  was  locked,  if  the  knife  was  put  in  the 
drawer ;  and  we  incline  to  think  that  the  knife 
was  not  taken  out  of  the  patients'  day-room  after 
their  breakfast  However,  though  there  is  a  rule 
printed,  and  signed  by  each  attendant,  enforcing 
the  duty  of  locking-up  knives,  there  is  no  evidence, 
except  circumstantial,  of  neglect  on  the  part  of  the 
second  attendant,  in  this  case  ;  and  there  is  no 
evidence  that  the  suicidal  disposition  of  any  patient 
in  No.  i  Ward  was  communicated  to  this  man, 
whose  services  in  the  ward  commenced  only  on  the 
evening  previous  to  the  suicide.  We  think  that 
the  event  illustrates  the  necessity  of  employing 
more  trustworthy  attendants,  and  making  one  at¬ 
tendant  in  each  ward  solely  responsible  for  the 
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custody  of  the  knives,  and  informing  every  attendant 
in  a  ward  of  the  suicidal  disposition  of  any  under 
his  charge,  and  giving  him  that  information  in 
writing. 

Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  held  in  36 
cases  since  the  last  visit,  but  the  suicide  is  the 
only  casualty  which  requires  notice. 

As  usual,  we  saw  every  patient,  either  in  the 
wards,  offices,  or  workshops.  The  weather  was 
against  their  out-door  employment.  All  were  per¬ 
fectly  quiet  and  well-behaved,  and  their  personal 
appearance  was  highly  creditable  to  the  staff. 
The  dress  of  both  sexes  is  good,  warm,  and  in  a 
very  proper  state.  No  complaint  was  made  by 
any  patient  against  any  attendant,  and  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  patients  argues  strongly  for  the  suffi¬ 
ciency  of  the  diet,  some  of  which  we  tasted,  and 
found  quite  unexceptionable  in  quality. 

Until  the  general  bath-room  is  available  in  the 
male  division,  a  clean  bath  cannot  be  given  to 
every  patient,  and  the  practice  of  using  the  same 
water  for  two  persons  still  continues  of  necessity 
in  the  female  division,  and  cannot  be  abandoned 
until  the  supply  of  hot  water  is  increased  there  as 
well  as  on  the  male  side.  The  bedding,  everywhere, 
we  found  scrupulously  clean,  and  there  it  no  stint 
in  its  quantity.  The  main  building  and  cottages  all 
present  a  comfortable  appearance  ;  they  were  not

seen  by  us  (the  day  being  dark)  at  advantage,  but 
we  can  report  very  favorably  of  their  ventilation, 
cleanliness,  and  order. 

A  fair  proportion  of  the  more  able-bodied  patients 
are  usefully  employed.  For  the  amusement  of  all 
who  can  be  brought  together  in  the  small  day- 
room  at  the  laundry,  concerts,  readings,  and 
theatricals  are  occasionally  given,  and  there  also 
takes  place  a  weekly  dance. 

The  Chapel  is  so  small  for  the  numbers  who 
ought  to  attend  the  services,  that  we  would  ask  the 
Committee  to  consider  whether  a  third  performance 
to  worship  could  not  be  arranged  on  Sundays. 

The  staff  of  attendants,  by  day,  now  consists  of 
64  persons,  of  whom  five  are  laundry-maids.  The 
number  of  each  sex,  exclusive  of  the  laundry-maids, 
is  equal.  As  heretofore,  there  is  a  night-attendant 
in  each  division.  Eight  of  the  male  and  seven  of 
the  female  attendants  have,  however,  been  in  the 
service  of  the  Asylum  less  than  twelve  months* 
It  is  very  desirable,  we  think,  to  retain,  as  far  as 
practicable,  the  services  of  those  who  appear  to  be 
trustworthy,  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  consider 
whether  the  inducements  for  their  remaining  here 
are  at  present  sufficient.  The  Visitors  will  doubt¬ 
less  not  overlook  the  fact  that  wages  have  risen, 
and  are  rising  in  domestic  and  other  services. 

We  are  glad  that  we  can  close  our  favorable  re- 
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port  of  this  Asylum  by  stating  that  there  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  any  resort  to  mechanical  re¬ 
straint,  and  the  use  of  seclusion  has  also  been 
moderate.  Twenty-five  men  and  seventy  women 
now  walk  daily  in  the  grounds  ;  334,  of  both  sexes, 
go  beyond  the  estate  frequently.

MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT 

FOR  THE  TEAR  1876. 


The  Medical  Superintendent  has  the  honour 
of  submitting  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors  his 
Report  for  the  year  1876,  together  with  the  usual 
Statistical  Tables. 

On  the  First  of  January  last  there  remained 
under  treatment  in  this  Asylum  508  patients — 248 
males,  and  260  females,  and  1  female  was  boarded 
in  another  Asylum.  During  the  year  there  have 
been  admitted  152,  viz.,  82  males  and  70  females. 
The  total  number  under  treatment  during  the  year 
was  660,  and  the  average  number  resident  was  513, 
being  52  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The 
highest  number  resident  at  one  time  was  530,  in 
July,  and  the  lowest  492,  in  January.  The  number 
discharged  recovered  was  60,  viz.,  28  males  and  32 
females,  being  in  the  proportion  of  39*4  per  cent, 
of  the  admissions.  This  is  somewhat  above  the 
average.  During  the  year,  37  deaths  have  occurred 
— 21  of  males  and  16  of  females,  being  in  the  pro- 
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portion  of  7*2  per  cent,  of  the  average  number 
resident.  This  is  the  lowest  rate  of  mortality  in 
any  year  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum,  and  it 
is  only  about  two-thirds  of  the  average  rate.  The 
chief  falling  off  was  in  diseases  of  the  brain,  which 
caused  death  in  10  cases  only,  the  average  for  the 
three  preceding  years  being  26.  Of  these,  two  only 
arose  from  paralysis  of  the  insane,  the  average  for 
the  three  previous  years  being  15.  In  1872  the 
mortality  from  these  diseases  was  as  low  as  in  the 
past  year,  and  variations  of  this  kind  over  limited 
periods  can  only  be  regarded  as  accidental. 

On  a  previous  occasion,  I  referred  to  the  frequency 
with  which  consumption  originated  in  the  Asylum, 
and  my  fear  that  it  might,  to  some  extent,  at  least, 
arise  from  overcrowding.  In  the  seven  years  ending 
with  1875,  36  male  patients  died  from  this  disease, 
3  being  the  smallest  number  in  any  of  these  years, 
and  the  number  being  as  high  as  8  at  the  time  the 
wards  were  most  overcrowded.  By  the  opening  of  the 
new  buildings,  in  the  latter  part  of  1875,  the  over¬ 
crowding,  in  the  male  side,  was  relieved.  No  death 
from  consumption  occurred  amongst  the  males 
during  the  past  year  ;  nor  is  there,  at  present,  any 
male  patient  labouring  under  consumption  which 
originated  in  the  Asylum.  Though  it  is  unsafe  to 
draw  inferances  from  the  exemption  of  a  single 
year,  yet  the  facts  agree  so  well  with  what  is  known 
of  the  causes  of  consumption,  that  it  can  scarcely 
be  considered  a  mere  coincidence. 


During  the  year,  various  minor  additions  and 
alterations  comprised  in  the  original  plan  for  en¬ 
larging  and  improving  the  male  side  of  the  Asylum 
have  been  in  progress,  and  are  now  nearly  com¬ 
pleted.  These  include  a  general  bath-room,  addi¬ 
tional  water-closets,  lavatories,  sculleries,  and  store¬ 
rooms,  new  passage  of  communication,  improved 
gas  and  water  service,  boundary  walls,  and  a  new 
road.  During  the  progress  of  these,  it  was  found 
possible  to  increase  the  accommodation  by  5  beds, 
making  the  number  provided  for  by  the  new  build¬ 
ings,  75. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  female  wards 
were  much  crowded,  and  a  contract  having  been 
entered  into  with  the  Visitors  of  the  Cheshire 
County  Asylum,  Macclesfield,  35  female  patients 
were  sent  there  during  the  year,  and  of  these,  34 
still  remain  there.  There  has  been  an  increase 
during  the  year  in  the  numbers  chargeable  to  the 
three  counties  of  46,  viz.,  25  males  and  21  females. 
The  total  number  now  chargeable  are — males,  273  ; 
females,  282 — total,  555.  The  numbers  in  this 
Asylum  are — males,  273  ;  females,  246 ;  the  males 
being  5,  and  the  females  1  in  excess  of  the  accom¬ 
modation.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  new 
buildings  on  the  male  side  are  full,  and  that  the 
process  of  overcrowding  has  recommenced  ;  whilst 
on  the  female  side,  including  those  boarded  out, 
there  is  a  deficiency  of  37  beds.

Year  by  year,  therefore,  the  admissions  still  tend  to 
increase. 


Owing  chiefly  to  the  low  rate  of  mortality,  the 
increase  in  the  numbers  in  the  past  year — 46 — was 
exceptionally  high ;  and  to  ascertain  the  average 
increase,  it  is  necessary  to  take  a  number  of  years 
together.  In  the  five  years  ending  1871,  there  was 
an  increase  in  the  numbers  chargeable  to  the  three 
counties  forming  the  present  union,  of  46  males 
and  56  females — total  102 ;  and  in  the  five  years 
ending  1876,  there  was  an  increase  of  53  males 
and  47  females,  or  exactly  100.  In  the  last  ten 
years,  therefore,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  202, 
viz.,  99  males,  and  103  females,  or,  as  nearly  as 
possible,  ten  of  each  sex  annually.  There  is  no 
reason  to  suppose  that  this  increase  will  not  go 
on  for  a  considerable  time  to  come,  and  it  is  the 
best  guide  I  can  offer  as  to  the  increase  for  which 
it  is  necessary  to  provide.  It  is  evident  that  ad- 
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ditional  accommodation  for  female  patients  cannot 
long  be  delayed,  and  I  would  urge  the  importance 
of  doing  more  than  providing  merely  from  hand 
to  mouth.  The  points  at  which  a  building  can  be 
advantageously  enlarged  are  few,  and  if  these  are 
occupied  by  small  additions,  further  enlargements 
are  rendered  difficult,  and  they  cannot  be  made  so 
convenient  or  suitable  as  when  a  comprehensive 
plan  is  carried  out  at  once. 

In  carrying  out  the  various  additions  and  altera¬ 
tions  during  the  past  year,  without  a  contractor,  I 
am  much  indebted  to  Dr,  Glendinning  and  Mr. 
Browning  for  the  great  trouble  they  have  taken 
in  supervising  the  work  and  providing  materials. 
From  all  the  officers  of  the  Institution  I  continue 
to  receive  the  most  cordial  help.  I  beg  to  thank 
the  Committee  of  Visitors  for  their  continued  con¬ 
fidence.

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CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT, 


Joint  Counties'  Asylum ,  Abergavenny , 

January  nth,  i8yy. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, — 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you 
my  Report  for  the  year  1876. 

The  Services,  according  to  the  regulations,  have 
been  held,  week-days  and  Sundays,  with  such  in¬ 
termissions  as  the  House  Committee  were  pleased 
to  allow. 

In  regard  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Commissioners 
in  Lunacy,  that  a  third  Service  should  be  held  on 
a  Sunday,  I  can  understand  that  there  would  be 
some  difficulty  in  carrying  out  such  an  arrange¬ 
ment  without  clashing  with  the  other  arrangements 
of  the  house  ;  and  unless  the  patients  were  duly 
selected  for  each  Service,  and  pressure  put  upon 
the  unwilling  ones  to  attend,  the  result  would  be 
that,  with  a  few  exceptions,  the  very  same  patients 
would  frequent  the  three  Services. 

Were  the  Chapel  more  commodious  than  it  is, 
the  extra  number  of  patients  who  would  then  have 
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to  attend,  in  order  to  make  up  three-fourths  of 
the  inmates  (the  number  according  to  the  estimate 
of  the  Commissioners),  would  have  to  consist  of 
those  whose  reluctance,  arising  either  from  a  listless, 
inactive  habit,  or  from  an  indifference  to  religion, 
must  be  overcome  by  gentle  constraint  Not  all 
who  are  willing  to  attend  Divine  Service  are  in  a  fit 
state  of  mind  to  permit  of  their  doing  so  ;  while 
among  the  unwilling  there  are  many  who  should 
not  be  allowed,  without  remonstrance,  to  stay 
away. 

Perhaps  a  full  Service  on  some  evening  in  the 
middle  of  the  week  might  prove  a  practical  method 
of  meeting  the  deficiency  of  Chapel-room,  especially 
if  a  selection  of  those  to  attend  were  made,  and 
a  certain  plan  adopted  which  would  not  interfere 
with  the  liberation  from  duty  of  any  attendant  on 
the  night  on  which  the  Service  took  place.  The 
Chaplain  would  undertake  such  extra  duty  without 
expecting  the  Committee  to  make  fresh  terms  with 
him,  because  what  he  proposes  would  have  to  be 
in  the  room  of  less  important  work. 

The  Cemetery  is  being  rendered  more  adequate 
to  the  wants  of  the  establishment,  and  will  soon 
be  complete,  The  number  of  burials  in  it  during 
the  year  amounts  to  17,  out  of  37  deaths.  This 
number  is  remarkable  as  being  less  by  7  than  the 
number  of  interments  in  1854,  the  first  whole  year 
recorded  in  the  Asylum  Register. 
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I  have  to  thank  the  Committee  for  an  allowance 
of  £$  for  the  purchase  of  additional  books  for  the 
Library.  The  addition  is  much  prized  by  those  who 
are  in  the  habit  of  taking  out  books  for  perusal
